Agent Urges 
Livestock Men 
To Fight S'Worm 


County Agent, Kirby Clay­ 
ton, says that over 200 new 
screwworm cases developed in 
southern Texas last week with 
outbreaks ranging from Braz­ 
oria County on the Gulf Coast 
to the Pecos River in Terrell 
County. 
Although sterile flies are be­ 
ing released in all infested ar­ 
eas, the continued cooperation 
of local livestock producers is 
essential, Clayton said. Ani­ 
mals should he checked 
often 
and specimens of larva found 
in wounds should be submitted 
to their county agent who will 
have them analyzed and iden­ 
tified. 
In addition, Clayton urged 
all livestock owners to 
spray 
animals with an approved in­ 
sect id e to hold down the screw­ 
worm population and permit 
better use of the limited num­ 
ber of sterile flies available. 
Fly production at this time is 
approximately 15 million per 
week. Authorities say that as 
of April 24, they were produc­ 
ing 20 million per week. A tar­ 
get date in early July has been 
set to have the 75 million pet 
week 
capacity 
sterile 
fl}' 
plant open in Mission.

The true feeding value of hay 
is determined by several fac­ 
tors, points out Shannon Car­ 
penter, area dairy specialist 
for the Texas Agricultural Ex­ 
tension Service, and challenges 
hay buyers to become 3T pur­ 
chasers. 
Carpenter explains the ST 
formula this way. The first T 
is for test. If a ton of hay test­ 
ing 4 percent crude protein is 
purchased, 300 pounds of cot­ 
ton seed meal will have to be 
fed with it to make it equal 
the protein in a ton of hay test­ 
ing IO percent protein. 
It’s 
good business, says Carpenter, 
to ask the hay seller for 
an 
analysis on his product. 
The second T is for time. 
Time the hay was cut. Time 
since fertilizer was last ap­ 
plied to the crop. Time since 
the last cutting, and of major 
importance, time of season in 
respect to the time the hay 
will be fed. Ask some questions 
advises Carpenter, and if the 


right answer isn’t forthcoming, 
do some more shopping. 
Carpenter’s third T stands 
for ton, the usual weight basis 
on which hay is bought. 
One 
dollar for a 60 pound bale of 
hay equals $33 a ton, but a 
dollar for a 40 pound bale eq­ 


uals $50 per ton. The weight 
of the individual bale of hay 
thus is very important. Buy by 
weight instead of the bale. 
The 3 T hay buyer, concludes 
Carpenter, knows what he has 
bought, and how much. A visit 
with the local county agent is 
suggested as a source for ad­ 
ditional information on quality 
hay production as well as good 
buying practices.
